Potatoes for Seed \ 


All growers of seed, whether it be 
seed grain, vegetable seed, or any 
other kind of seed, should endeavour 
to produce seeq of superior quality 
by starting with the, most suitable 
varieties and strain, \and) selecting the 
very best seed for ‘their own plant- 
ings. In the” production of seed pota- 
toes there ig much room for improve- 
ment, and 4ll too frequently bruised, 


! damaged, small off-type, or otherwise 


inferior left-over potatoes are plant- 
ed, particularly if prices have been 
alluring. Actual selection of superior 
strains of potatoes is apparently not 
receiving the attention that’ is #0 
fundamental to success ang yet the 
seed potato grower may be producers 
of really high quality cattle and other 
live stock, and would not for a mo- 
ment think of using the same tactics 
in their breeding program. Why then, 
not apply similar care and principles' 
to the production of high quality seed 
potatoes, 

The Seed Potato Certification Ser- 
vice has been advocating such a sys- 
tem for many years with varying suc- 
cess. It is true, that diseases have 
been controlled or methods for their 
control practised. but that is not the 
whole story. An effort should be made 
by every seed potato grower, through 
selection, to produce stock, which in 
addition to being more or less free 
from serious diseases, is also appa- 
rently disease resistant. Good seed 
should be true to type, high yielding, 
and.of good appearance. That is to 
say, tuber shape, colour of skin and 
eye characters should all be consider- 
ed and an @@fort made to cull any not 
conforming to a certain set standard 
of excellence. In other words, seed se- 
lection. 

The tuber unit method of planting, 
of which much has been written, is 
one big step leading toward such an 
end and growers would be well advis- 
éd to practise every means by which 
the quality of seed may be improved.

Saturday and engaged in a battle of 
fluctuation, which left both sellers 
and Saturday morning shoppers in a 
semi-haze as competition became 
keener as the morning progressed at 
the Belleville market. 

Madam Hen's products were present 
in large quantities and sizes. And al- 
though the larger majority, of vendors 
held out for the top eel of twenty- 
five centa a dozen for-A” selects, 
and twenty-three cents for the med- 
jums, there were a number of sellers 
who offered their stocks at any price 
from twenty cents a dozen upwards. 
Pullets’ eggs were quoted at seven- 
teen and eighteen cents a dozen. 

‘There was a fairly steady demand 
for this product and vendors vied 
briskly all morning for trade. and at 
noon there was no signs of a stabiliz- 
ation of prices. 

Chickens were also plentiful with 
a steady price trend being maintained. 
A good market moved fairly well with 
vendors offering a nice selection of 
chicken and fowl at prices ranging 
from fifty cents to as high as $1.50 
each. 

Farmers’ butter also showed signs 
of price variation with the majority 
of vendors offering their product at 
thirty cents the pound. Other prices 
quoted were two pounds for fifty-five 
cents and twenty-five cents per 
pound. Honey sold at fifty cents the 
five pound pail with smaller quan- 
tities ranging along the same price 
scale. Sauerkraut sold at ten cents a 
quart and proved to be popular with 
the majority of Saturday morning 
marketers. 

Whipping cream held firm at fifteen 
end thirty cents for the half pint and 
pint respectively. 

Fish lovers foun, plenty to rave a- 
bout as a latge variety of the finny 
denizens were offered to the buying 
public. Mudcats were quoted at fifteen 
cents the pound and salmon and 
whitefish at the same prices. 

Potatoes were offered at varying 
prices. A fairly brisk demand brought 
keen competition and vendors vied 
with each other as prices rose and 
fell. Top prices asked were $2. for 
the 90-pound containers and $1.75 for 
the 75-pound bags. Other prices quot- 
ed were from $1.80 up for 90 pounds 
and $1.65 for the lesser quantities.

THE MENU FOR SUPPER OR. 
LUNCHEON 


In some families the meal served at 
noon is called luncheon and is follow- 


ed by’ dinner in the evening. This 
plan is usually followed when all the 
members of the family cannot be 
home at noon, However, the farmer, 


or men who are doing much physical 
exercise require a heavier meal at 
noon. 


Luncheon or supper are simpler 
meals than dinner. The usual types 
of foog served are meat or meat sub- 
stittites, salads, bread in some form, 
and a simple dessert. “Quick breads” 
such as muffins or tea biscuits are 
often, served. — 


Supper is a meal for which it is 
convenient to use the left-overs in 
various ways. Bits of meat may be 
combined with other foods to make 
attractive dishes. Small portions of 
vegetables may be pe into salads 
or soups, or combined with meat. 
Sometimes a salag is made of left- 
over fruit and used at the end of a 
meal in place of a dessert.

1. Buy foods that are in season. 
2. Buy those which contain the 


greatest food value. 
3. Buy in quantity any foods that

Dear friends: 

Greetings from mid-ocean. Only 
now can we enter into the full mean- 
ing of the little chorus “Wide, wide as 
the ocean, High as the Heaven above, 
Deep, deep as the deepest sea is my 
Saviour’s love.” For nearly six days 
we have seen nothing but water, and 
sailing has been at its best. So far 
we have proved to ‘be good sailors. 
We left New York at noon November 
ist, and words cannot express our 
feelings as the boat drifted away*over 
the ocean in fact those on board told 
us it was the best trip they had had 
this season. We arrived in aight of 
land early Saturday morning and 
when we got up there was the beauti-| 
ful Island of Ireland. It was a treat 
to see land after six days on water. 
Leaving Ireland we had it rather 
rough all along the coast of England, 
but arrived safe at Southampton Sun- 
day morning. We left Southamptoa 
two hours later for Le Havre, France, 
After a short stay at Le Havre, we 
left for England arriving Monday 
morning.

HOW A BOY OR GIRL CAN HELP 


The wires you see along the streets 
may be carrying electricity. When 
they are kept up in the air, they are 
of no wer to you, but shoulq you 
come in contact with one you might 
be seriously injured. You will be in 
no danger if you always remember 
that: 

1. Wires are placed on polea and 
structures to serve homes, schools, 
hospitals, stores and factories and to 
protect you. e. 

2. It is dangerous to climb poles 
or structures supporting wires, or 
trees through which wires pass. . 

3. Throwing stones to break in- 
‘gulators, may allow the wire to fall 
and may interfere with the service of 
‘electricity. 

4. A wire hanging from a ‘tree, 
pole or tower, or lying on the ground, 
may be dangerous to any one touch- 
ing it. Keep other people away from 
it and’ guarg it. Call up the Hydro 
and tell them about it. 

5. Fences are placed around elec- 
trical stations to protect the people. 
It is dangerous to climb these fences. 

6. If you ‘wish to fly a kite go in- 
to the country or a park and fly your 
kite away from wires. Be sure the 
string you use for flying it does not 
contain metal of any kind. _ 

Each year several boys and girls 
have been injured or killed by not ob- 
serving these precautions.—Deseronto 
Post.

It appears that Canada will play a 
far greater role in any future war in- 
volving the British Empire than any 
statements or official interviews can 
disclose, ang this role will involve 
more economical assistance than mili- 
tary to the Motherland. 

World rearmament was started by 
Germany, Italy, and Japan, and this 
has forced Great Britain to do like- 
wise. The British Government an- 
nounced that it plans to spend over 
seven and a half billion dollars for 
rearmament purposes, which experts 
consider a “defence estimate” since 
Germany alone has spent over thirty- 
one billion marks (twelve billion dol- 
lars) within‘the past four years for 
the same object. Steel, copper, lead, 
zinc, and other such stocks have been 
steadily rising in price. In many other 
ways there are a vast number of signs 
of the mad rearmament race amongst 
the nations of the world. 

Then again, all these preparations 
for the future annihilation of men by 
men show that the modern armies 
and means of warfare on land, sea, or 
in the air are mechanized, and this re- 
quires the most expensive equipment 
in the history of mankind. Huge sums 
of money are necessary to purchase

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1987 Hog Market Outlook 


During 1936, producers in Canada 
increased the total marketings of hogs 
by almost three-quarters of a million 
head and sold to yards and plants the 
largest number 0 record for many 


‘years. From the increased production, 


there was, exporteq to the United 
Kingdom a-greater volume 0% bacon 
and hams than in any other year since 
1919 when; moreover, a large propor- 
tion of the exports consisted of Can- 
adian-cured American product. In se- 
lecting, trim, flavour and pack, the 
1936 supply was better than in any 
former year, and was also marketed 
in a much better regulateqg manner 
than heretofore. This represents a 
notable achievement in the bacon 
trade of Canada anq constitutes a big 
step forward in consolidating Cana- 
da's position in the British market un- 
der the Ottawa Agreements. These 
Agreements have been the biggest 
factor in stimulating hog production 
in the Dominion. 

Although some dissatisfaction was 
manifest during the late autumn in 
regard to the trend to live hog prices 
in relation to British bacon market 
quotations, producers gradually were 
well satistied with the outcome of 
their hogs, fed largely on the 1935 
grain crop which produced a big 
volume of damaged’ grain otherwise 
unmarketable. 

It is significant of the strong un- 
dertone to the hog market that the 

tumn decline was of short duration 
notwithstanding the record size of 
the weekly runs. The average price 
for all eye of hogs combined, on 
the basis the Winnipeg market at 
$7.75 per cwt., was exactly the same 
ag in 1935 for that market, but with 
the difference that in 1936 the vol- 
ume of marketing was substantially 
larger and therefore greatly increased 
the total revenue.

ALBERTA MAY SET 
UP TRADE BUREAU 


Legislation to establish an import-~- 
export bureau to handle the farm 
products of Alberta will be introduced ' 
at the present session of the legislat- 
ure, it was learne; Monday in circles 
close to the Aberhart government. 

The bureau wouldsbe a pivotal point : 
in a social credit system for Alberta 
and eventually might reach the point - 
where it had practically a monopoly 
on the import and export business of - 
the, province, 

It appeared ‘unlikely the bureau 
would begin to function until the 
wheat crop of Alberta started to move | 
to world markets next August or 
September. It might also mean that 
Social Credit dividends would be de- 
layed that long.

The bureau would 
sell the wheat for Canadian money, 
depositing the cash in the provincial 
treasury. The cash would be used to 
buy goods not made in Alberta, re- 
tailers and wholesalers placing their~ 
orders with the bureau and selling” 
them only for “alberta credit, not 
Canadian currency.

Daily exercise is necessary any can 
,be ensured by providing pasture in 
‘summer and feeding in an outside lot 
in winter, previous to farrowing, at 
some little distance from the sleeping 
‘quarters. During winter \sonie fresh 
sods, green feed and roots will help 
approximate summer ‘pasture condi- 
| tions, Care must be taken to prevent 
‘the sow from .becoming: constipated. 
‘Bran should be added to the regular 
ration two weeks or more previous to 
farrowing. A suitable meal mixture 
for pregnant sows consists of 2. parts 
oat chop and 1 part shorts or ground 
wheat supplemented with a little 
skimmilk or 5 per cent tankage. 

To prevent hairlessness or goitre 
in the new born pigs, one ounce of 
potassium iodide should be dissolved 
in one gallon of water and each sow 
given one tablespoonful of the solu- 
tion two or three times weekly in 
feed. If the sow farrows during cold 
weather, artificial heat will be neces- 
sary, and special care should be taken 
to prevent chilling of the new born 
pigs. The use of a small amount of 
eut straws for bedding, and guard 
rails, will help prevent tramping and 
crushing of the little pigs. 

When the sow becomes hungry af- 
ter farrowing, she may be given a lit- 
tle warm thin slop, containing oat 
choo and bran, after which the re- 
gular nursing feed may be introduced 
and gradually increased over a period 
of several days,.to all the sow can eat 
in 2 or 3 feeds daily.

the United States, and experienced 
observers are endeavouring to connect 
this visit of Premier King with the 
one paid by an important member of 
the British Cabinet, who arrived some 
weeks ago in Washington, spent sev- 
eral hours with President Roosevelt, 
and departed for England without of- 
fering the slightest hint as to the 
‘progress of this hurried call on the 
chief executive of the United States. 


Some remarkable rumours are go- 
| ing the rounds of official Ottawa, but 
it is absolutely impossible to obtain 
direct information, although every 
sign points to some momentous de- 
cisions being considered by the Gov- 
ernment, and no experienced corres- 
nondent would be shocked if he was 
called upon any day to prepare a his- 
tory making copy of news. 


Out of this intricate and complicat- 
ed maze of political manoeuvres act- 
ions by the governments of Canada, 
the United States, and Great Britain, 
it appears a strong possibility that 
Canada may again act as an inter- 
preter of mutual interest to the Un- 
ited States and Britain, which would 
be nothing new in Canadian history, 
although at times she has been a bone 
of contention between these two 
great nations. 


The official statements indicate that 
Premier King discussed with the 
head of the United States Government 
such matters as the possible effects 
of a European war upon the trade re. 
lations between Canada, Great Brit- 
ain, and United States in the face of a 
certain American neutrality law, the 
Saint Lawrence waterway treaty, 
which has been pending in the Unit- 
ed States Senate since 1933; the re- 
actions of the Canadian Government 
to the pacts that were signed by all 
the American republics at the recent 
conference at Buenos Aires; and, the 
actual trade relations between the 
Dominion and the United States. 


However, whatever news has act- 
ually come forth from this meeting 
between the titular heads of the two 
countries does not seem to have im- 
pressed the experienced correspond- 
ents of the two capitals, who are de- 
finitely under a firm impression’ that 
the real subject of vital interest is 
being kept a well guarded secret, be- 
cause whatever news have been allow. 
ed to come forth would not have re- 
quired such a sudden call by the Pre- 
sident of the United States.

These parts of the house should then 
be well soaked and scrubbed with a 
good ectant—using lye water so- 


Jution ‘at the rate of ‘one pound of 
“household lye to 12 or 15 gallons of 
cold water. If tuberculosis has been 
the flock in the past, it is well to 
spray the house with a.cresol dip. 

It should be remembered that even 
a good disinfectant cannot penetrate 
Jarge cakes of, filth and kill the hid- 
ing disease germs. Complete removal 
‘first of all dirt and filth is necessary. 
It is well to remove the roosts, nests, 
and other equipment out in the sun 
for a few days after they are cleaned 
and disinfected. 


Crushed Grain Laying Mash 
‘The following rolled grain laying 


“mash is taken from Farm Poultry 
 pulletin Number 379, issued by the 
Ontario Department, of Agriculture, 
0. A. C., Guelph. 

Crushed or rolled grain is preferred 
by chickens to finely ground grains, 
particularly such grains as wheat, 
oats and barley. These grains when 
ground and wet are of a sticky nat- 
‘ure, and this may be the reason for 
~ the hens’ preference for crushed 
_ grains. The refuse hulls. should be re- 
moved daily. 

Good results in egg production and 

_ hatching power of eggs were secured 
. in 1934 and 1935 from a ration con- 
- gisting of equal parts of crushed oats, 
_ crushed wheat, crushed barley. To 
each one hundred pounds of the above 
grains was added one quart of good 
_ grade of cod liver oil from Novem- 
der ist to April. It is necessary to 
feed some clover leaves or hay, and to 
supply animal protein such as milk 
powder, beef meal or fish meal, or 
all three, in separate hoppers or con- 
 tainers. These feeds do not mix well 
with crushed grains. Birds to date 
have shown no disposition to eat an 
excess of these materials. if supplied 

Skim-milk or buttermilk fed at the 
rate of twenty-five pounds daily to 


ounce of pilchard oil per pig daily. 
The lot getting no oil showed marked 
signs of crippling early in December 
and one pig from this lot died on the 
35th day of the test, and 11 days lat- 
er, another was lost from the same 
lot. The trial was closed on the 89th 
day when the six remaining pigs were 
all lame and two required assistance 
to reach the. trough. In the two lots 
getting oil, there was no sign of crip- 
pling and the average gain per pig 
was~108 pounds in the cod liver oil 
lot, 101 in the pilchard oil lot and 79 
pounds each for the six remaining 
pigs in thegiot which received no oil.

‘The Chrysler Motor Corporation's 
dispute with union leaders, major 
eyesore in the United States industrial 
landacape, approached a showdown on 
Saturday. 


Sixty thousand idle workers were 


involved in the corporation's projected 


injunctive proceedings aimed at re- 
moval of 5,000 strikers who have held 
its eight Detroit plants for a week. 

Insistence by the United Automobile

for 67,000 Chrysler workers precipita- 
ted the strike.

READY MADE DRESSES 


Women all want to buy the best 
dresses their means permit, no mat- 
ter whether there is much or little 
to spend, the ability to choose a 
dress wisely means a great deal both 
from the standpoint of money outlay 
and of satisfaction to the wearer. 
Dresses nowadays are made of a wide 
variety of fabrics. Never before have 
we had so many from which to 
choose and never before have we 
needed to be as careful in our buying. 

First of all buy at stores at home, 
rather than out of town stores where 
the management washes its hands of 
responsibility as soon as it gets your 
money. Read labels, ask intelligent 
questions about fabrics and insist on 
definite answers. 

When buying cotton for dresses, 
rub the material between your hands, 
notice whether little particles of 
white dust come to the surface and 
whether the weave looks more open 
wh@ you rubbed the fabric. Ma- 
terials are often sized and after wash- 
ing they are ‘like limp rags. You will 
be wise to buy dresses “pre-shrunk” 
and “fast to sun and washing.” 

_A good quality dress fits neatly and 
keeps its shape. This means that 
every piece of it is cut accurately 
and with the right grain of the ma- 
terial. Examine the sleeves and back 
of the waist particularly. See that 
they are cut lengthwise rather than 
crosswise of the material. If the ma- 
terial has not been pre-shrunk, the 
first cleaning will likely result in rip- 
pled armholes and a drawn-back that 
looks too small. 

Try on a dress before you buy it, 
even a house dress, because size 
labels are no assurance of a right fit. 
Everything that goes into a+ quality 
dress has to be good, even to the 
thread, It should be right in size 
and strength for the material, and 
the stitches should be short and close. 
Look at bindings and facings, to see 
if they fit and set well to the line of 
the dress, especially on a curve as the 
neckline.

This trade took 
place many long years ago, but talk- 
ing with us about the second farm 
Mr. McNair used a decidedly modern 
word to describe it when he called it 
a “dud.” 

To provide for the McNair family 
needs this “dud” farm didn’t prove 
quite adequate and while N. J. says 
his life as a boy was very little dit- 
ferent from that of other boys, he} 
suspects there were times when his, 
clothes were not as good as those of 
the others. 

In the spring of 1883 Mr. McNair, 
Sr., came up to Ontario in connection 
with the building of the C. P. R. The 
fall of that year the rest of the fam- 
ily abandoned the N. B. (or should it 
be the N. G.?) farm and settled on 
the land in the Tweed-Madoc district. 

The ancient and honorable occupa- 
tion of farming was followed by the 
boy, Nathaniel Johnston, until he was 
about 23 years old when, as. he 
phrased it “I got*the urge to try} 
something else.” 

At this time a chance to learn the 

carriage and woodworking trade op- 
ened up in the village sot Madoc, N. J. 
arranging to serve his three year ap- 
prenticeship, the wages to be forty 
dollars for the first year, fifty for the 
second and sixty for the third. 
_ Six months after starting to work 
in Madoc his employer died and the 
widow, unable to carry on, let all the 
staff go except Mr. McNair, who was 
kept on for a month to finish the 
Work on hand. He says he’ earned 
more money this month than he did 
the first six. 

Leaving Madoc. Mr. McNair went to 
work for the McGowan Carriage 
Works jn Tweed, afterwards. called 
Fitchett and McNair. 

Four and a half years later this 
partnership was dissolved, Mr. Fit- 
chett taking over the carriage and 
blacksmith shop and Mr. McNair the 
woodworking end of the business, to 
which he built an addition and put in 
a small line of furniture.

TO GOVERNMENT 


Ontario’s ‘mayors are anxious that 
the proposed Dominion Government 
investigation into federal and pro- 
vincial finances should be given wider 
scope. The municipal heads would like 
to see it include a probe into the tax 
situation of their cities. 

The Ontario Mayor’s Association 
unanimously passed a resolution to 
this effect at the concluding session 
of their two-day convention. The re- 
solution was included in the report of 
the committee on finance which was 
presented by Chairman William Mor- 
rison, K.C., of Hamilton. 

A number of other resolutions were 
approved as the member mayors 
cleaned up the business of their win- 
ter conference. One of these recom- 
mended that the provincial govern- 
ment, having assumed collection of in- 
come tax, also take over the full cost 
of education and social services. 

The province's cdllection of the in- 
come tax created an argument when 
Mayor W. D. Robbins of Toronto op- 
posed a resolution commending the 
provincial government's policy of tak- 
ing the tax and in return assuming 
the: municipalities’ share of Old Age 
Pensions and Mothers’ Allowances. 

Waving a printed copy of the re- 


solution, Mayor Robbins jumped to 
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his feet and told the other mayors 
that Toronto would not be a party to 
any such resolution.

SCENE OF HAVOC IN TEXAS 
AS BODIES OF VICTIMS 
TAKEN FROM RUINS 


Walter Elliott, Texas Highway Pa- 
trol captain, notified authorities at 
Austin, Texas, that 500 bodies, 17 
those of teachers, had been recovered 
from the ruins of the London Consoli- 
dated School.at New London, wrecked 
“by an explosion last week. 

Torn bedies of more than 350 high 
school students and teachers were 
counted as known dead Friday while 
acteylene torch and tugging crane 
sought to uncover more victims in the 
blast-shattered ruins of the luxurious 

‘“gchool that oil built.” 

It was the worst” schoolhouse dis- 
aster in United States history. Some 
estimates of the ultimate death toll 
ranged above 600. 

Cause of the blast was sought as 
one official advanced the theory of 
gas, accumulating in the building 
from the nearby East Texas oil fields. 
Oil derricks are on the Campus. 

There were 700 students and 40 
teachers in the two-storey London 
Consolidated School, unit of a $1,- 
000,000 block of educational structures 
when an explosion near issal 
time showered brick and steel upon 
screaming victims. 

The scholo, located on a promontory 
between New London and London, 
serves an area of 30 square miles. 

Eight hours after the blast, a jun- 

ior High School boy and girl were 
rescued alive from the ruins as more 
than 1,000 men from the rich East 
Texas oil fields attacked the wreck- 
‘age. The two, sobbing hysterically, 
were clasped in each other’s arms, un- 
| der a protecting arch formed by fall- 
ing debris.

A report the true “missing link”, a 
“two-legged animal part way between 
/ man and ape, has been discovered. in 
South Africa, was made to the In- 
ternational Symposium recently by 
Robert Broom, of the Transvaal Mus- 
eum, Pretoria, South Africa. 

‘Broom discovered the head, ex- 
“cept the lower jaw, in a cave at Sterk- 
fontein last year. It was, he said, a- 
bout 250,000 years old. The head 
showed it to be an animal of about 
the size and proportions of a chim- 


panzee. . 

But its teeth, Broom said, “were al- 
most entirely human.” No ape has 
ever been found with teeth like this 
animal. Its brain capacity was only 
that of a good sized modern gorilla. 

The belief that this animal was & 
descendant of the first human stock, 
a cousin of the branch of the family 
which developed into human beings, 
is based, Mr. Broom said, not alone 
on this new discovery. 

A similar animal with virtually 
humea teeth was discovered in anoth- 
er cave miles away twelve yours 
ago. as a five-year-old “baby.” 

Professor Raymond A. Dart of Jo- 
hannesburg immediately identified 
it as a new type of two-legged creat- 
ure, probably sub-human. But Mr. 
Bloom said, it could only be a young 
chimpanzee. He said they did not look 
at it and its classification remained 
unsettled. 

Since the new discovery, he said, 
there is novlonger eny doupt both 
creatures are different than chimpan- 
zees. The first one lived 750,000 years 
ago, or about 500,000 years earlier 
than last year’s find. Professor Dart 
thought there were indications in the 
shape of the creature's skull that it 
had learned to talk. | 

Dart also believed the parents: of 
the “baby” had learned to use sticks 
as clubs to kil! game and stones to 
dig for foofl. This belie! was based 
on the discovery of skcietons of. ex- 
tinct animals in th: baby's cave.

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BAR CANADIANS 
FROM ENLISTMENT 
IN. FOREIGN WARS 


War-like aspirations of Canadians 
desiring to fight in foreign lands a- 
gainat countries on friendly relations 
with Canada or to take part in civil 
wars, would be sharply curbed by le- 
gislation adopted in the House of 
Commons last week and sent to the 
Senate. ; 

The Foreign Enlistments Act of 
1870, an imperial statute applicable 
“to Canada, is being re-enacted for the 
statutes of Canada with some altera- 
tions incidental to changed conditions. 
Debate on the measure occupied the 
House throughout Friday afternoon, 
but there was no controversy on the 
principle. 

Law lords of the Privy Council 
should be made aware of the fact 
_ Canada has emerged from the colon- 
jal status and certain Canadians 
should rid themselves of a colonial 
spirit of inferiority in the opinion of 
Hon, C. H. Cahan, Conservative mem- 
ber for St. Lawrence-St. George, 
Montreal. 

He said it was time all the Imperial 
statutes in Canada were collected 


and either abolished or replaced with 
\ 


the Canadian enactments. 

The “list of such laws runs to at 
least 150, Justice Minister Lapointe 
told the House after Mr. Cahan had 
conservatively estimated it at 115. 
Justice Minister Lapointe said Mr. 
Cahan's suggestion these measures 
be reviewed by competent legal ex- 
perts with a view to repeal and re- 
placement was a good one. 

The new Foreign Enlistment Act 
replaces a British statute passed at 
Westminster in 1870 and which has so 
far been the law of Canada. It makes 
it a punishable offence for Canadians 
to enlist in the armies of foreign 
countries at war with countries friend- 
ly to Canada.

Wherever there is any informal ga- 
thering of Members bt the House of 
Commons, or of the Senute, either in 
House or lobby, one is certain to hear 
some mention of this old Act. and it is 
usually a complaint, and this sort . of 
reaction is net limited to members of 
any particular party in the political 
field. 

There are a2 number of reasons for 
this action at the present lime, but 
two recent h«ppenings have brought 
the issue to a head in the Capital, 
with the natural result that all sorts | 
of wild schemes are going the rounds, 
though they boil down in each case 
to a suggestion that an immediate 
amendment to the original document 
of the Fathers of Confederation must 
be made. 


One of the reasons for this re- 
action amongst the legislators can be 
traced to the recent judgments of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. These judgments declared 
null and void all measures, except one 
that were passed by the Bennett Gov- 
ernment in 1935 and which aimed for 
a social betterment of the Canadian 
people, because they were outside the 
competence of th Federal Parliament 
and really an infringement of the 
provincial rights. 


The other and more recent cause 
for complaint against the British 
North America Act as it stands today 
was brought about by the defeat of 
the Howe Transportation Bill in the 
Senate, because this famous Bill per- 
ished chiefly on account of the sev- 
enty year old Act which provides that 
when a truck or bus service refrains 
from crossing a Provincial boundary, 
it is subject to the Provincial jurisdic- 
tion only. It was estimated by experts 
that more than 98 per cent of these 
modern transportation services come 
within this limitation, and therefore, 
no real object could have been ach- 
ieved by the Howe Transportation 
Bill under the existing laws of the 
British North America Act, although 
the Bill aimed to help the railway 
systems to compete with the truck 
and ‘bus services, who enjoy a certain 
amount of privileges and rights that 
explain a good.part of the deficits of 
the railroads of the country. 

It is obvious from these facts that 
this undercurrent of complaint will 
come to a head very soon, and when 
an amendment to the British North 
America Act is proposed, or becomes 
crystallized in action before the pro- 
per body of legislators, there is sure 
to be no particular political ailgnment 
on the subject since the arguments, 
-pro and con to such a movement, 
come from persons of every shade of 
political association. ;

S.G.A. and the seed is tagged and 
sealed im a proper container by the 
Dominion’ Seed Branch. Seed from 4 
registered crop, sold without being 
graded, tagged and sealed by the Do- 
minion Seed Branch; is not registered 
seed, irrespective of whether it comes 
from a registered crop or not. Regis- 
tered seed growers should make every 
sffort to prevent the improper use of 
the term “registered seed.” 


It is not proper to call seed “elite 
stock” unless the crop has been cov- 
ered by the C.S.G.A. with elite stock 
seed certificate and is tagged 
sealed with the proper tags and seals 
provided for this purpose.
